Mr*  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1949 •  During  the  year  the 
estimated  population  increased  by  360. 

The  health  of  the  District  can  again  be  considered  very  satisfactory 
with  a  Birth  Rate  of  18.7  and  a  Death  Rate  of  9.5  compared  with  corres¬ 
ponding  figures  for  England  and  Wales  of  16.7  and  11*7  respectively. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  14.7  per  1,000  live  births  is 
extremely  satisfactory  and  compares  most  favourably  with  52.0  for 
England  and  Wales.  There  have  been  no  deaths  from  maternal  causes  and 
no  deaths  from  diarrhoea  in  children  under  2  years  of  age. 

The  evidence  and  severity  of  infectious  diseases  has  again  bten 
very  low,  7  reported  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  8  measles  and  3  whooping 
cough  and  no  cases  of  diphtheria* 

Housing  is  still  a  major  problem,  many  more  houses  being  needed 
for  those  either  homeless  or  living  in  in-sanitary  or  overcrowded 
conditions.  53  new  houses  have  been  completed  at  Eye,  villag 

now  has  most  satisfactory  housing  estates  owned  by  the  Council  of  .5 
houses.  12  houses  have  been  built  at  Glmton.  Work  will  shortly 
commence  with  new  council  houses  at  Castor  (100),  Marho 
(6),  Hewborough  (20),  Upton  (6).  17  new  houses  have  been  completed 

bv  private  enterprise.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  commen  u  J  1 

needed  Sewerage  system  for  the  District.  This  lack  of  adequate  sewerage 
disposal  constitutes  a  major  problem  for  the  District,  particularly 
view  of  the  increased  rate  of  building  of  new  houses  and  schools.

(2)  DRAINAGE  AID  SEWERAGE 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  analysis  of  water  supplies 
that  the  number  of  wells  still  in  use  in  this  low  lying 
flat  district  emphasises  the  urgent  necessity  or  providing 
a  water  borne  sewerage  system  before  further  marked 
increase  of  house  building  takes  place. 

Furthermore  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor 
reports  that  the  limit  of  sewerage  disposal  has  been 
reached  in  the  Eye  works  and  cannot  even  take  the  drainage 
from  the  new  school  and  that  the  disposal  works  at  Glinton 
are  purely  temporary  and  strictly  limited  in  capacity. 

No  work  on  the  main  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  District 
has  been  possible  this  year,  but  will  be  put  in  hand  in 
stages  in  certain  villages  as  soon  as  practicable. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Collection  of  house  refuse  and  night  soil  is  carried  out 
by  the  contract. 

The  disposal  of  night  soil  in  a  satisfactory  manner  is 
difficult  during  certain  periods  of  the  year  owing  to  lack  of 
ground  space  from  intensive  cultivation  of  the  land .
